1. REFTEL DESCRIBES CONFERENCE OF REPS OF STUDENT GOVERN- 
MENT FROM ME AREA SCHOOLS WHICH WAS TO HAVE BEEN HELD IN 
ALEXANDRIA MARCH 23-25, BUT WHICH WAS CANCELLED DUE TO 
DEPARTMENT S MISGIVINGS ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF TERRORIST ACTS. 

2. SCHUTZ SCHOOL PRINCIPAL GEORGE MALOY HAS INFORMED US 
OF SCHUTZ'S DESIRE TO CONVENE SIMILAR CONFERENCE IN 
DECEMBER. HE ASKED IF USG STILL FELT SUCH CONFERENCES 
WERE UNDESIRABLE IN VIEW OF POSSIBILITY OF TERRORISM. 
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3. REQUEST DEPARTMENT'S VIEWS. FOR OUR PART, WE CONSIDER 
THREAT TO BE SMALL. FOR ONE THING, WE BELIEVE TERRORISTS 
WOULD NOT WISH TO EMBARRASS GOE, PARTICULARLY WHERE 
SCHOOL CHILDREN WERE INVOLVED. SECONDLY, LOGISTICAL 
DIFFICULTY OF SETTING UP OPERATION IN ALEXANDRIA WITHOUT 
DETECTION WOULD BE MUCH GREATER THAN, SAY, IN BEIRUT OR 
OTHER AREAS OUTSIDE ME. EGYPTIAN SECURITY KEEPS CLOSE 
TABS ON PALESTINIANS IN EGYPT. FINALLY, ALEXANDRIA 
POLICE PROTECTION WOULD UNDOUBTEDLY BE EXTENDED IF 
REQUESTED.
